upon  it  through  the  provisions  of  the  City  Planning  Enabling  Act,  to 

the  effect  that  a  planning  board 

"shall  make  careful  studies  of  the  resources, 
possibilities  and  needs  of  the  town,  particu- 
larly Y/ith  respect  to  conditions  injurious  to 
the  public  health  or  otherv/ise  in  and  about 
rented  dwellings,  and  make  plans  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  municipality,  with  special 
reference  to  proper  ho^ising  of  its  inhabitants",  •» 

A  comprehensive  survey  of  general  housing  conditions  was  accomplished 
under  Civil  Works  Administration  Project  No,  5512,  the  studies  being 
made  at  that  time  now  lending  themselves  as  the  basis  for  a  more 
analytical  consideration  of  some  of  the  more  important  phases  in- 
volved. 

This  particular  Survey,  v/hich  v;as  started  in  Jiine  of  the 
present  year,  has  been  carried  on  primarily  under  the  direction  of 
V7111iam  Stanley  Parker,  Vice-Cliairman  of  the  City  Planning  Board  and 
Chairmaji  of  its  Advisory  Conmilttee  on  Housing,  assisted  by  the 
Secretary  of  both  groups.

prefatory  statement,  contains  a  more  detailed  outline  of  the  purposes 
involved  and  the  procedure  followed  in  connection  with  the  work, 
Alvah  J»  Wehster,  Investigator,  continued  as  liason  officer  betv/een 
the  City  Planning  Board  and  the  project  until  his  resignation  in 
September  1934  to  accept  a  position  with  the  Tennessee  Valley 
Authority,  since  v/hich  time  the  detailed  work  has  been  administered 
by  the  City  Planning  Board  engineer,  Pranlc  H«  Malley. 

The  City  Planning  Board  is  also  privileged  at  this  time  to 
say  a  word  of  appreciation  to  the  workers  on  the  project.   In  this 
study,  as  in  others  being  carried  on  at  the  present  time  in  connec- 
tion v/ith  this  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration  Project,  the 
work  has  been  characterized  throughout  by  an  unusual  degree  of  ef- 
ficiency and  a  splendid  spirit  of  interest,  loyalty  and  cooperation. 
While  it  has  been  undertaken  as  an  emergency  relief  measure  as  the 
title  implies,  the  results  attained  are  a  creditable,  constructive 
contribution  to  the  factual  material  which  will  be  found  essential 
in  the  development  of  a  public  housing  program  in  this  city.

INTRODUCTION 


The  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act,  in  1933,  recognized 
planning  as  a  public  function  and  good  housing  as  a  public  obliga- 
tion.  The  Boston  City  Planning  Board,  realizing  the  validity  of 
both  of  these  fundamentals,  initiated  in  December  of  that  same  year, 
under  the  direction  of  its  Advisory  Coininittee  on  Housing,  a  Civil 
V/orks  Administration  project,  the  results  of  which  were  submitted  as 
the  first  step  in  what  the  Board  and  its  Advisory  Committee  believed 
must  be  a  steadily  continuing  study  of  living  conditions  in  Boston 
if  practical  solutions  are  to  be  found  of  the  many  difficult  econom- 
ic and  social  problems  involved. 

An  opportunity  to  carry  these  original  studies  further  was 
afforded  through  the  inaug-uration  of  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief 
Administration  Program,  and  the  present  Report  on  the  Income  and  Cost 
of  Six  Districts  in  the  City  of  Boston  lias  been  made  by  the  group  of 
professional  men  ?/hose  names  are  appended,  working  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  City  Planning  Board  as  one  of  the  features  in  con- 
nection with  its  F.  E.  R.  A.  Projects  2235  .F2-104  and  P2-104A,  now 
merged  into  Project  X2235  F2-U46,   The  work  lias  benefited  particular- 
ly in  that  it  has  been  carried  on  concurrently  v/ith  a  Real  Property 
Inventory,  thus  rendering  available  detailed  information  vdiere  needed 


In  specific  instances. 

No  claim  is  made  to  pioneering  in  the  work.   Similar 
studies  in  Isolated  areas  have  been  undertaken  here  and  elsewhere, 
the  major  difference  being  that  where  other  studies  have  had  for 
their  purpose  the  determination  of  whether  or  not  the  ass-umption  is 
correct  that  the  real  estate  tax  income  fails  to  meet  the  costs  of 
operation  of  a  slim  area,  the  present  study  has  been  extended  to  in- 
clude a  cross  section  of  the  physical,  social  and  financial  fabric 
of  the  city;  I.e.,  business,  industrial,  high  rental,  suburban,  mis- 
cellaneous, and  low  rental  districts.  Naturally  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  achieve  accuracy  in  the  work,  the  material  presented 
having  been  assembled,  so  far  as  possible,  from  authoritative  sources 
and  where  the  facts  used  are  not  a  matter  of  public  record  they  have 
been  verified  insofar  as  circumstances  permitted. 

The  report,  as  it  stands,  therefore  limits  itself  to  a  col- 
lection of  facts  which  will  be  made  available  to  the  various  agencies 
interested,  public  and.  private,  for  analysis  and  interpretation  in 
the  light  of  their  own  particular  relation  to  the  social  and  economic 
problems  involved* 

It  is  not  expected  that  the  survey  will  in  itself  be  con- 
sidered conclusive  nor  that  it  will  afford  a  basis  for  the  adoption 
of  any  definite  program  or  principles.   One  fact  alone  stands  clear. 
This  country,  through  Its  Chief  Executive,  and  with  the  approval  of 
Congress,  is  committed  to  a  broad  public  housing  program  that  is 
without  peace-time  precedent.   If  that  program  is  to  be  fundamentally 
sound, -and  it  must  be  fundamentally  sound  if  it  is  to  endure, -then  it 
must  have  for  its  starting  point  an  unassailable  background  of  fact- 
ual information  covering  the  entire  debit  and  credit  relations  be- 
tween a  city  and  its  citizens.   It  is  only  with  the  aid  of  such  a

background  that  Intelligent  decisions  can  be  made,  that  mistakes  can 
he  avoided,  and  that  a  long-range  housing  program  can  be  developed 
that  will  be  alike  advantageous  to  the  municipality  and  to  those  who 
seek  to  find  within  its  confines  comfortable,  desirable  and  health- 
ful living  conditions. 

To  that  end  the  City  Planning  Board  and  its  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  Housing  have  sponsored  the  studies  set  forth  in  the  ac- 
companying report  as  one  phase  of  the  activity  made  possible  through 
the  allocation  of  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration  ftmds.  To 
all  who  have  cooperated  in  the  work,  to  the  members  of  the  profes- 
sional group  themselves  with  their  draftsmen,  enumerators,  and  other 
assistants,  to  the  various  City  departments,  and  to  other  public 
and  private  agencies,  the  sponsors  are  grateful;  particularly  to  the 
Edison  Electric  Illtimlnating  Company  and  to  the  New  England 
Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company  for  their  generous  provision  of  office 
space  for  the  general  headquarters  of  the  project.

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REPORT   ON   THE    INCOME   AND   COST 

OP    SIX   DISTRICTS 

IN   THE   CITY   OP   BOSTON 

Por , decades  the  social  damage  inflicted  on  any  community  by 
congested  and  unhygienic  housing  has  been  clearly  recognized.  During 
the  administration  of  President  Hoover  the  advantages  of  building  as 
unemployment  relief  were  tirged  and  xmder  President  Roosevelt  the  Fed- 
eral Government  is  prepared  to  subsidize  and  assist  in  housing  proj- 
ects. Last  year,  the  report  on  conditions  in  Cleveland  brought  out 
the  definite  financial  deficit  from  slums  as  a  new  argviment  to  support 
the  obvious  humanitarian  demands.  The  Report  here  submitted  studies 
not  only  the  cost  of  upkeep  and  the  income  derived  from  a  low-rental 
District,  but  in  addition  compares  them  with  the  corresponding  expend- 
itures and  returns  from  five  other  types  of  city  Districts, 

Cordial  co-operation  in  gathering  the  statistics  was  extend- 
ed by  all  the  City  Departments  and  valuable  information  was  supplied 
by  the  Federal  Census  Bureau,  by  the  Massachusetts  Unemployment  Census 
of  the  C.W.A.  and  by  ntamerous  private  agencies. 

The  vivid  social  characteristics  covering  race  and  national- 
ity, health  and  birth  rate,  delinquency  and  crime  are  not  presented  as 
they  have  been  covered  by  previous  reports  by  the  Council  of  Social 
Agencies.   In  addition  to  the  humanitarian  arguments,  this  is  a  dis- 
passionate dollars-and-cents  analysis  of  six  representative  sections 
and  of  how  the  tax  dollar  is  spent. 

This  study  is  a  DIAGNOSIS  rather  than  a  PRESCRIPTION, 


CHARACTERISTICS 
OP   THE    SIX   DISTRICTS 

Each  of  the  six  Districts  selected  comprises  the  entire 
area  of  six  United  States  Census  Tracts,  excepting  the  Business  and 
Industrial  Districts  where  only  a  part  of  a  Tract  was  selected,  in 
order  to  isolate  the  type  of  section  to  be  studied. 

Census  Tracts  are  used  "because  they  define  a  fixed  geo- 
graphical unit  and  make  possible  the  collection  and  comparison  of 
different  sets  of  statistics  for  small  areas. 

The  boundaries  of  Census  Tracts  are  more  stable  than  those 
of  V;'ards  and  Precincts  and  more  precise  than  such  terms  as  "Roxbury 
Crossing"  or  "South  End", 

In  order  to  indicate  the  character  of  the  Districts  they 
are  called  Business  District,  Industrial  District  and  four  Residen- 
tial Districts:  High  Rental,  Suburban,  Miscellaneous  and  Low  Rental, 


THE  BUSINESS  DISTRICT, or  part  of  Census  Tract  G-1,  includea 
only  a  portion  of  the  down-tovrti  business  section,  but  is  typical  of 
the  greater  part  of  it.   It  is  bounded  by  the  following  streets: 
Beginning  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and 
Stunraer  Sts.,  east  on  Suitmier  St,  to  Arch  St., 
to  Franklin  St.,  to  Broad  St.,  to  Atlantic 
Ave.,  to  Milk  St.,  to  Washington  St.  and 
Washington  St.  to  the  point  of  beginning  on 
Summer  St. 
There  were  imposing  dwellings  on  these  streets  one  hundred 
years  ago.  To-day  the  buildings  in  this  district  range  from  the 
most  modern  and  up  to  date  structures  devoted  to  retail  trade,  bank- 
ing and  financial  institutions,  insurance  companies  and  other  modern 
office  buildings,  to  those  erected  in  the  early  nineteenth  century, 
extending  through  to  the  waterfront,  and  including  ship  chandlers 
and  other  maritime  uses.

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THE  INDUSTRIAL,  DISTRICT,  or  part  of  Census  Tract  M-4, 
borders  on  Fort  Point  Channel,  in  South  Boston,  and  is  bounded  by  the 
following  streets: 

Beginning  at  Summer  St,  and  extending  along 
Port  Point  Cliannel  to  Dorchester  Ave.,  to 
West  Second  Street,  to  C  Street,  to  West  First 
St.,  to  B  Street,  to  Anchor  St.,  Anchor  St.  to 
C  St.,  to  Fargo  St.,  to  B  3treet,  to  Summer  St. 
and  Summer  St.  to  point  of  beginning. 
This  District  consists  entirely  of  filled  in  land.  Many 
of  its  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the  last  twenty-five  years 
and  are  in  good  condition,  including  market  storage  and  wool  ware- 
houses, sugar  refineries  and  other  important  manufacturing  and 
industrial  establishments.  The  K.Y,,  N.H.  &  H,  E,R,  freight  yards 
are  also  located  in  the  District.  There  are,  however,  buildings  in 
the  southern  portion  of  the  District  which  are  in  poor  condition. 
The  entire  District  is  non-residential. 

Adjoining  the  District  on  the  South  and  Southeast  is  an 
extensive  low  rental  residence  district,  which  includes  Census 
Tract  M-3,  a  part  of  this  study.

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THE  HIGH  RENTAL  RESIDENTIAL  DISTRICT  comprises  all  of  Cen- 
sus Tract  K-3,   Previous  to  1850  it  was  marsh  land  covered  by  v;ater 
at  high,  tide,  A  part  of  Beacon  Street  was  fonnerly  a  causeway  called 
the  Mill-Dam  which  provided  a  traveled  way  for  the  residents  of 
Boston  to  reach  the  neighboring  towns.  Eventually  the  marsh  land  was 
filled  in  and  became  a  part  of  what  is  known  as  the  Back  Bay,   The 
Esplanade  and  Park  along  the  Charles  River  has  been  added  since  1907, 
It  is  a  section  of  the  City,  isiiere,  for  years,  have  lived  many  of  the 
substantial  citizens  of  the  community.  During  recent  years,  many  of 
the  old  residents  have  moved  into  the  suburban  towns  and  established 
homes,  and  apartment  houses  are  now  gradually  taking  the  place  of  the 
single  family  residences.   The  District  is  botuaded  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  corner  of  Marlboro  and  Arlington  St,  and  extend- 
ing along  Arlington  St,  to  Beacon  St,,  to  Embankment  Road,  to  Back 
St.,  to  Berkeley  St,  and  Berkeley  St,  extended  to  the  center  line 
of  the  Charles  River,  following  the  center  line  of  the  Charles 
River  to  the  Harvard  Bridge,  to  Massachusetts  Ave,,  to  Common- 
wealth Ave,,  to  Gloucester  St,,  to  Marlboro  St,  and  Marlboro  St, 
to  the  point  of  beginning. 

There  are  schools,  churches,  theatres  and  other  public 
buildings  in  or  near  the  District,  and  the  Central  Library  serves  the 
whole  commvmity.  Half  of  the  area  is  within  easy  walking  distance  of 
the  business  center.  Some  of  the  buildings  are  new  or  have  been 
modernized  and  kept  in  good  condition,  and  there  are  a  few  very  fine 
residences  and  apartments  which  have  taken  advantage  of  the  improved 
appearance  of  the  Charles  River  Basin,  but  the  District  as  a  whole 
has  undergone  a  considerable  change  from  its  original  character.

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THE  SUBURBAN  RESIDENTIAL  DISTRICT  comprises  the  whole  of 
Census  Tract  W-5,  a  greater  part  of  which  is  located  in  that  section 
of  West  Roxbtiry  known  as  Roslindale.   That  portion  of  it  West  of 
Beech  St.,  and  bordering  on  the  Parkway,  is  in  the  Highland  section 
of  West  Roxbiiry.  The  District  is  bounded  by  the  following  streets 
and  Parkway: 

Beginning  at  the  junction  of  Washington  and  South 
St.,  South  St.  to  Belgrade  Ave,,  to  the  West 
Roxbtiry  Parkway,  to  Washington  St.,  to  Beech  St., 
to  Kittredge  St.,  to  Sycamore  St.,  to  Cummins  High- 
way and  Cummins  Highway  to  Washington  St..  and  Wash- 
ington St.  to  point  of  beginning. 
The  District  is  largely  residential  with  a  good  class  of 
single  and  two  family  houses.  Those  bordering  on  the  Parkway  are 
all  single  family  houses,  many  of  them  quite  attractive.   In  the 
Northeast  portion  of  the  District  are  several  retail  stores,  and 
scattered  through  the  District  are  a  number  of  churches  and  schools, 
a  bank,  a  fire  station,  and  directly  across  Cummins  Highway,  the 
Municipal  Building  which  houses  one  of  the  Branch  Libraries.  Two 
hospitals  are  within  ten  minutes  ride. 

The  District  enjoys  unusual  recreational  advantages,  as 
there  are  three  large  playgrounds  within  walking  distance,  as  well 
as  the  Parkway. 

The  transportation  facilities  are  very  good,  two  stations 
on  the  N.Y.,  N.H.  &  H.  R.R.  being  available.  In  addition,  the 
Boston  Elevated  runs  surface  cars  on  Washington  St.  and  Belgrade 
Ave.  to  connect  with  the  rapid  transit  line  at  Forest  Hills. 

The  houses,  for  the  most  part,  are  of  wood  constinaction 
and  kept  in  good  condition.  Some  of  the  new  ones  are  of  brick.

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THE  MISCELLANEOUS  RESIDENTIAL  DISTRICT,  comprising  all  of 
Census  Tract  J-5,  is  'bounded,  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  corner  of  Massachusetts  Ave,  and  Boyl- 
ston  St.,  westerly  along  Boylston  St.  to  Muddy  River, 
along  Muddy  River  to  a  point  approximately  opposite 
Museum  Road  extended,  thence  southeasterly  to  the  Pen- 
way,  easterly  along  the  Fenway  to  Forsyth  Way,  to 
Huntington  Ave»,  to  Forsyth  St»,  to  the  tracks  of  the 
N.Y.,  N.H.  &  H.  R,R»,  following  the  tracks  of  the 
N.Y.,  N.H.  &  H.  R«R«  to  Massachusetts  Ave.,  and  Massa- 
chusetts Ave.  to  the  point  of  beginning. 
This  District,  a  part  of  which  faces  the  Fenway,  is  all 
within  ten  minutes  ride  of  the  business  center.  On  certain  streets 
many  of  the  buildings  have  been  allowed  to  run  down  so  that  what  was 
once  a  desirable  residential  area  has  become  considerably  depreciated, 
There  are,  however,  a  nuraber  of  modem  and  well  kept  apartment  houses 
in  the  district,  combined  with  others  less  pretentious,  but  affording 
comparatively  good  living  accommodations. 

¥   The  district  is  more  or  less  an  educational,  religious, 
amusemtsnt  and  social  center,  since  there  are  located  in  or  adjacent 
to  the  a^aa  numerous  schools,  colleges,  churches,  theatres,  libraries 
and  assembly  halls.  Many  of  the  institutions  are  of  a  specialized 
nature,  like  the  New  England  ConservatoiTy  of  Music,  and  afford  op- 
portunity for  persons  engaged  in  research  work  or  seeking  opportun- 
ity for  training,  study  or  treatment  along  special  lines.  The 
proximity  to  the  Back  Bay  Fens  also  affords  unusual  opportijnities 
for  recreation  for  tiiose  persons  living  within  the  district.

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THE  LOW  RENTAL  RESIDENTIAL  DISTRICT  comprises  all  of  Census 
Tract  11-3  and  is  located  in  South  Boston,  near  M-4,  the  Industrial 
District.   It  is  bounded  by  the  following  streets: 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  D  Street  and 
West  Broadway,  following  West  Broadway  to  C 
Street,  to  Silver  Street,  to  B  Street,  to  West 
Seventh  Street,  to  C  Street,  C  Street  to  Tudor 
Street,  to  D  Street  and  D  Street  to  the  point 
of  beginning. 
Since  Colonial  days  this  region  has  been  a  residential 
area.   There  are  a  few  retail  stores  in  this  District.   The  resi- 
dences range  from  a  few  one  family  units  up  to  several,  with  the 
three  decker  type  predominating.   The  buildings  are  mainly  of  wood 
construction.  Many  of  them  are  in  very  poor  condition  and  the  fire 
hazard  is  very  high. 

Pour  of  the  longer  streets  of  the  District  are  less  than 
fifteen  feet  wide,  curb  to  curb. 

The  educational  advantages  are  excellent,  as  there  are 
three  grade  schools  in  the  District,  five  more  adjacent,  and  a  high 
school  less  than  a  mile  away,  but  none  of  the  buildings  is  less 
than  forty  years  old  and  one  grade  school  was  built  in  1823. 

Within  a  mile  is  one  of  the  finest  public  bathing  beaches 
in  the  City,  and  a  large  playgroujid. 

The  workers  in  the  District  are  within  v/alklng  distance 
of  the  business  and  industrial  centers.

"Income"  or  tax  receipts  scheduled  in  detail  in  Table  V  on  Page  29, 
The  second  line  shows  the  combined  "Cost"  or  distribution  of  the  tax- 
dollar  given  in  detail  on  Table  III  for  the  City  and  in  Table  IV  for 
the  County  Courts  on  Page  23, 

Some  minor  taxes  and  fees  and  also  the  City  receipts  from 
the  Federal  Government,  the  State  and  the  County  are  not  included 
under  "Income".  Some  minor  expenses  and  certain  payments  to  the 
State  and  County  and  the  deficit  are  not  carried  under  "Costs",  For 
these  reasons  the  totals  given  for  the  City  do  not  balance. 

In  the  columns  under  "per  acre",  "gross"  is  for  the  total 
area;  "net"  is  for  that  same  area  after  all  tax  exempt  property  and 
all  streets  and  v/aterways  have  been  deducted. 

As  the  Districts  vary  considerably  in  size,  comparisons 
should  be  made,  not  by  the  total  cost  or  income  but  by  the  ratios 
"per  capita"  or  "per  acre  of  gross  area",  or  "per  acre  of  net  area". 

This  Table,  therefore,  brings  out  the  differences  of  the 
ratios  of  the  six  Districts  and  siimmarizes  this  research,

Home,   The  costs  are  apportioned  to  the  Six  Districts  for  the  first 
three  items  by  taking  off  the  actual  sums  spent  in  each  District,  and 
for  the  last  three  items  by  the  average  expense  per  capita  for  the 
City,   The  cost  in  1929  for  the  City  was  |;2,095,995, 
SOLDIERS'  RELIEF  covers  the  payments  by  the  City  to  needy  veterans 
and  to  widows  and  children  of  deceased  veterans.

HOSPI'i'AL  DEPARTI.iENT  includes  the  City  Hospital  and  South  Department, 
Haymarket  and  East  Boston  Relief  Stations  and  the  Tuberculosis  Sana- 
torliim.   The  costs  are  apportioned  on  a  per  capita  base  for  the  total 
City  population, 

INSTITUTIONS  DEPARTMENT  includes  the  Child  IVelfare  Division  and  the 
Long  Island  Hospital  and  two  steamers.   The  costs  are  apportioned  on 
a  per  capita  base  for  the  total  City  population, 

RETIREMENT  BOARD  covers  payments  to  retired  City  employees.   The  costs 
are  apportioned  by  taking  off  the  actual  sums  spent  in  each  District 
and  adding  a  prorated  amount  for  the  administration  and  non-city

payments. 

POLICE  DEPARTIvENT  does  not  include  "Municipal  Courts"  which  are  a 
Suffolk  County  function.   The  costs  are  apportioned  according  to  the 
number  of  men  on  duty  on  the  streets  and  in  the  stations  in  each  of 
the  six  Districts, 

FIFIE  DEPARTMENT  costs  are  apportioned  according  to  the  nxjmber  of 
alarms  in  each  of  the  six  Districts, 

PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT  costs  are  apportioned  by  assessed  valuation 
for  central  office  expenses,  bridge  and  ferry  services;  by  area  (See 
appendix  I,  line  3)  of  paved  streets  for  paving,  miles  of  streets 
(See  appendix  I,  last  line)  for  sewers  and  number  and  kinds  of 
lights  for  lighting. 

For  sanitary  services,  a  combination  of  street  areas  and  per  capita, 
in  each  district,  was  used, 

PARK  DEPARTMENT  includes  airports,  playgrounds,  public  baths  and 
beaches,  gymnasia,  gardens  and  cemeteries.   The  costs  are  apportion- 
ed on  the  basis  of  population  and  assessed  values,  modified  by  the 
nearness  to  city  parks, 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  includes  all  expenses  coming  from  School  Committee *s 
share  of  the  tax  levy,  which  excludes  cost  of  land,  plans  and  build- 
ings.  The  costs  are  apportioned  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of 
pupils  coming  from  each  of  the  six  Districts  and  according  to  the 
cost  per  pupil-year  for  each  grade  or  type  of  school, 
PUBLIC  LIBRARIES  includes  the  central  library  and  the  thirty-four 
branches.   The  costs  are  apportioned  on  the  per  capita  base  except 
for  the  business  district,  which  is  on  a  circulation  of  books  basis, 
CITY  DEBTS  includes  Sinking  Funds,  Serial  Loans  and  Interest,  The 
costs  are  apportioned  on  the  combined  basis  of  assessed  valuation 
and  population. 
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GEIIERAL  PURPOSES  includes  the  office  of  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council 
and  the  following  Departments;   Art,  Assessing,  Auditing,  Budget, 
Building,  Board  of  Appeal,  City  0161%,  Collecting,  Documents, 
Election,  Elevated  Ry»  Deficit,  Examiners,  Finance  Commission,  Law, 
Licensing,  Market,  Planning  Board,  Port  Authority,  Public  Buildings, 
Registry,  Reserve  Fund,  Statistics,  Street  Laying-out,  Supply, 
Traffic  Commission,  Treasury,  Weights  and  Measures,  and  Wires  Divi- 
sion,  The  costs  are  apportioned  on  the  combined  basis  of  assessed 
valuation  and  population* 

COSTS  given  for  the  Departments  are  net,  that  is  the  income  has  been 
deducted  from  the  gross  expenditiires, 

COSTS  PER  ACRE  show  the  cost  of  the  City  or  of  the  District  divided 
by  the  "gross"  or  the  "net"  acreage  given  on  Table  II, 
RATIOS  are  used  because  the  Districts,  which  are  Census  Tracts,  vary 
in  size  and  the  relative  costs  or  incomes  should  be  compared  by  the 
ratios  for  per  capita  or  per  gross  area  or  per  net  area.  (See 
Graphs,  page  17) 

BUSINESS  DISTRICT,  the  amount  of  $1,018  was  paid  for  Soldiers* 
Relief  and  #9,659  was  paid  by  the  Retirement  Board,  but  these  pay- 
ments were  made  to  banlcs,  the  agents  of  recipients  who  were  located 
elsewhere, 

NOTE:  A  greater  percentage  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  and  the  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium,  should  be  charged  to  the  low 
rental  districts  as  they  supply  a  larger  number  of  non-paying  patients 
than  the  other  districts.  Also  a  percentage  of  the  costs  of  maintain- 
ing the  Haymarket  Relief  Station  should  be  charged  to  the  Business  and 
Industrial  Districts  which  are  responsible  for  a  number  of  the  cases 
registered  at  this  hospital.

COST   OP   THE   COUNTY   COURTS 

The  Costs  of  the  Suffolk  County  Courts  are  paid  for  by  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Civil  Court  Costs  have  been  apportioned  by  locating,  for 
each  of  the  six  Districts,  the  number  of  defendants  and  multiplying 
this  by  the  average  cost  per  case.  Dividing  the  81,000  criminal 
cases  into  the  total  annual  County  Costs  gives  C^25,57  as  the  average 
cost  of  a  criminal  case.  The  cost  for  a  civil  case  is  slightly 
lower  notwithstanding  the  higher  actual  Court  Costs,  due  to  not 
having  to  bear  any  Jail  and  House  of  Correction  expenses. 

The  Criminal  Court  Costs  have  been  apportioned  for  the 
four  Residential  Districts  using  the  proportion  recommended  by  the 
Police  and  Court  authorities,  as  follows:  to  cover  the  criminal 
work  relative  to  automobiles,  25%   was  apportioned  on  the  basis  of 
the  total  miles  of  streets  and  the  density  of  population  per  mile;- 
50^0,  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  saloons,  beer  parlors,  hotels, 
etc.,  and  the  density  of  population  per  acre; -to  represent  crimes 
against  property,  5^%  by  assessed  valuation;  to  represent  crimes 
against  the  person,  7%   by  population;  12^^^  of  criminal  cases  of 
numerous  and  varied  types  of  crime  has  been  allotted  in  the  same 
proportion  as  the  total  of  the  other  costs. 

The  Criminal  Court  Costs  for  the  Business  and  Industrial 
Districts  were  obtainable  from  the  Police  Department  and  the 
"Municipal"  courts,  as  there  are  no  people  living  in  those  Districts. 
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PRIVATE    SOCIAL   AGENCIES 

The  expenses  of  private  hospitals,  charities  and  philan- 
thropic agencies  are  not  included  in  this  survey  of  Incomes  and  Costs, 
t>ut  a  few  figures  may  he  considered  in  relation  to  the  municipal  and 
county  totals  given  in  Tables  III  and  IV. 

The  total  expenditTAres  for  1932  of  the  110  agencies  report- 
ed on  for  the  Emergency  Relief  Campaign  was  §13, 653, 152 ♦   The  income 
caiae  from  three  main  sources,  from  Earnings  (over  50/0,  from  Invest- 
ments (over  15/o)  and  from  Donations  (about  50%)  »     These  figures,  how- 
ever, are  for  "Metropolitan"  Boston  and  include  some  of  the  adjoining 
commtmities. 

The  combined,  yearly  expenditures  of  the  Associated  Jewish 
Philanthropies,  Boston  Provident  Society,  Catholic  Charitable  Bureau, 
Children's  Aid  Association,  City  Mission,  Family  Welfare  Society, 
Home  for  Aged  Men,  Home  for  Aged  Women,  Howard  Benevolent  Society, 
Industrial  Aid,  Judge  Baker  Foundation,  Morgan  Memorial,  and  Salva- 
tion Army  were  over  one  million  three  hundred  thousand  dollars.   It 
was  not  foimd  practicable  to  apportion  the  expenditures  of  the  major- 
ity of  these  Agencies  as  some  were  state  wide,  some  dealt  largely 
with  transients  or  only  with  certain  limited  areas  in  the  City,  some 
did  not  include  geographic  distribution  in  their  files  or  had  it  by 
indefinite  districts  and  not  by  Census  Tracts  or  City  Wards,   The 
budgets  of  1929  and  1933  varied  greatly  in  many  cases  but  the  compar- 
ative totals  for  the  two  years  were  not  far  apart. 

No  assvimption  is  here  made  on  v/hat  proportion  of  the  funds 
were  derived  from  the  more  prosperous  Districts  nor  what  proportion 
was  distributed  in  the  less  prosperous  Districts.
